28 opposed to two-ycars, etc. It is conceivable that had it net boca for Duncen's 
desire to visit relatives in the Washington, D.C., area, he may not have pree 
sented himeclf at all, Why Duncan agreed to meet with (Martin) Powell and 
Biladeou remains something cf a mystery tome. He may have fclt como eblignticna 
to (we nters)=<= f for whom he expressed high regard, or he may have done co elmply 
‘out of curlodgity.

Though fit is not belicved thet Duncan will cause this informaticn to become 
known, Station JMCOBRA has been alerted. to the possibility.
